Kentucky Derby the Headliner 
with $30,000 Added — New 
Stakes Provided. 



I.OnSVII.I.B. Ky.. Jnnimry 21.— One of the 
gr^ntost array <*f sljikes ever offered l»y any jo<*key 
« lnl> ill Amerieu is that announced by tin* Kentucky 
Hoc key Club for the spring and sninmer racing of 
1920. Announeemi'iit of the forthcoming stakes 
to 1 h* run at Lexington. Churi-liill Downs and La- 
tonia was made tonight by Col. Matt .1. Winn, vice- 
president and general manager of the Kentucky 
.Jockey ('Inb. nixin his return from I..exington. where 
he i-onferred with pi>*sident Johnson X. Camden. 

The liberal offer in stakes is understood to he 
in keeping with the ]>olicy of Senator Camden and 
(\donel \Vinn to distribute to the horsemen aid 
breeders money in proportion to the patronage ac- 
corded rai'iug. The unusual prosjierity which at- 
tended racing last year is reflected in the increased 
ontl:iy of tin* jockey <*lub, 

C'hief among the events of the coming spring 
season is the Kentucky Derby, which this year 
will have $.H0.(K)O in adiled money, making its 
probable total value in excess of $.3."»,(KKI. This 
iiistorlc race now beonnes not only America’s 
leading three-year-old fixture from a sentimental 
standpoint, but one of the most valuable. 

Only a few years ago the turf world was stirred 
wluui- tha a4l(Wd money value of the Keirrucky iterhy 
was iner«*used to if 10.000. It later was jumped 
to $ir>.(KK), and then to $20,000. Its eininen<*e was 
assnre<l even at that figure, but the progressive 
management of the jockey club was not satisfied. 
The new figure set by Messrs. Camden and Winn 
leaves no doubt as to the value of the race la'ing 
in keeping with its country -wide prominence. 

The total that will lie given away in stakes next 
spring and summer by the Kentm-ky .T«x*kcy Club is 
.'fl72,r»(K>. This, of course, does not include the 
daily purses and overnight handicaps. When one 
contemplates the huge tolai to which these races will 
swell the offering the full extent of the club’s 
liberality may be appreciated. 

There will be no stake at Louisville or Latonia 
of less than $5,000 added. None at L«*xington 
will have les.s than $3.(MKl added. Six fixtur<*s 
are curded at I^exington, eight at Louisville and 
eleven at I.M*itonia. Four of these stakes are new 
ones, the Proctor Knott Handicap, the Latonia 
Oaks, the Ten Rroeck Handicap and the Daniel 
Roone Handicap. The Prm-tor Knott Handicap will 
l>e run at Churchill Downs and tin* other three at 
I.Hatonia. 

The Pn»ctor Knott Handicap is for three-year- 
olds. at a mile and a (piarter. with $5,000 added. It 
will 1 h? open to the Ib*rby starters and with appro- 
priate conditions should furnish as goo*l sport as 
the big event. The laitonia Oaks, for three-year- 
rdd fillies at a mile and a quarter, with $5.(HMI 

added, provides ;t good race. The Ten Rroeck 

Hamlicap is for three-year-olds at a mile and a 

quarter with $5,000 added. It will serve as a pre- 
liminary for the Latonia lK*rby with its $15,(K)0 
added, at a mile and a half. The Daniel Rmnie 
Handicap, with $10,000 added, at a mile and a 

half, is for three-year-olds and over. 

Announcement also was made by Colonel Winn 
that the Queen City Handicap, at one mile, for

$15,000 — for the Sweeper — Zuna colt, W’hich raced last .vear under the name of tlolden Rroom and cast no 
discredit on his high breeding. His sin*. Sweeper, is one of the splendid creatures Rroomstick has sent 
into racing. He was .raced in England by H. R. Dnryea with great , success, winning the Fifty-Ninth 
Trienni.al Stakes at Ascot and the Richmond Stakes at Coodwood when a two-year-old. The next .rear 
he started out by winning the Two 'i'honsand Cuineas of 1912, with Jaeger second and Hall Cross third, 
but failed in the Epsom Derby, for which he was a 2 to 1 favorite. That was the Derby in which Mr. 
Relmont’s Tracery made his debut in racing by running third to Tagalie and Jaeger, flolden Rroimi 
started three times last year. Ho ran unplaced in a purse race at Saratoga. August 4. but on August 9 
won the Saratoga Speci.al like a real race horse, ran its three-quarters in 1:12%, won by three lengths 
and defeated Wildair. King Thru.sh, lionnie Mary, ('inderella and Panoply. His third race was for the 
Sanford Memorial, at three-quarters, which TTpset won in 1:11*-. carrying 115 pounds. Man o’ AVar, 180 
IMUinds, was second, and Golden Rroom. 189 iHuinds, third. The latter set the pace and ran the lirst half 
in 40%. He was slightly injured in the race and was at ome retired for the year. Exp<'ctation is that 
I he will prove a star three-year-old in tlie rai ing of this year. On breeding and iMTformance he has a 
I right to be.

HAWAIIAN ISLANDS’ RACE MEETING j CARMODY IN LIMELIGHT AT HAVANA 

Program of Fifteen Events Given January 1 at I Young Apprentice Rides Three Winners — Currency 
Hilo in Pacific. Scores in Fast Run Race.

S.VN FR.\.NCISCO. Cal., January 17. — Racing in 
the Hawaiian Islands began January 1 on the 
Island of Maul, when a program of fifteen events 
was run off liefore a large crowd. Tlie meeting 
was for one day. The next raring will be held on 
tije islands in June at Hilo. Plans have lieen 
made for a four-day meeting at Honolulu, starting 
July 4. 

The races at the Kahului race course on the 
Island of Maui attracted hundreds of planters, cow- 
boys. plantation employes and the i>euple from the 
neighlMning towns. The weather was unpromising, 
hut failed to dampen the ardor of the islanders. 

The contests wen* run on a muddy track. Some of 
the horsc's in the races for thoroughbreds formerly 
raied on the mainland. Others w'en* bred in the 
islands. ignite a nunilier of tlie horses are sons 
and daughters of brood mares taken down to the 
islands several years ago by George W. Rerry. 
Copra, winner of a three-quarters of a mile dash, 
was bred on the islands, h«*ing by Sileo — Coppit. 

the latter by The Judge— Lucille II. Coppit raced 

herealK>uts some years back and was taken over 
b.v Rerry. 

There was a snn*rl^^ *** feature event of the 
afternoon — a mile and a half affair — wlten the 

seven-year-old gelding Robert Lee, California -bn*d. 
was b«*aten by Casteney. The winner is owned by 
Rol)ert W. Shingle, a banker of Honolulu. Earlier 
ill the day RoIktI Ix?e had beaten Casteney in a 
mile race.* The feature race had a value of $1.(KK). 

Mrs. Jack I^ndon, widow of the novelist. ro<le in 
the cow’girl race, but failed to get a place. The 
i Maui track lias no grandstand, but plans are being 
made for the erection of one before the next race 
meeting.

Unfounded Report of Drastic Changes — Dr. Ruther- 
ford Contradicts. 

TORONTO,- Ont., January 21.— The Ottawa Morn- 
ing Journal publishes tin* following today; “Racing 
will be resumed in (’anada in tin* spring, according 
to excellent authority, and Dr. Rutherford in his 
forthcoming rei>ort will emlxMly suggestions in his 
recommendations Avhich Avill eliminate the half-mile 
tracks. It is stated that then* Avill In* a r(*coiii- 
mendation that no tracks less than a mile in cir- 
cumference will lx* allowed to oiierate. and tracks 
will Im* confined to one in each city, 'riie oldest 
tracks A\ill. under tliis ruling, get the preference. 
Woodbine in Toronto. Rim* Ronnets in Montreal, 
(’oniiaught Park in OttaAva and the Windsor, Hamil- 
ton and Fort Erie tracks Avill Im* retained. Eighty - 
four days’ racing Avill Ik* run over the ('anadi.’iii 
circuit by the.se drastic changes. It is hoiM*d to 
eliminate the American interests, Avhi(*h are alleged 
to have (ontrolled many of the new tracks, it wais 
shown in the inquiry that these were confined large- 
ly to the minor tracks. It is also stated that a 
rt*(*onimendation Avill Im* made to the clubs to drop 
tlieir iiiiituel iM*rcentage from flA’e to two i>er cent. 

(jnestioned today at OttaAva by a Ibiily Racing 
F’orni representative. Dr. Rutherford merely staled 
that “There is no aiitliority for siicli n reiH»rt.’’ He 
declared he Avonlil hold anotlier sitting at Ottawa 
on January 8(> and that immediately- after the im*et- 
iiig his i-(‘port AA-onld be i*eady for parliament.
